Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Chappell reference provides for displaying 
test results, such as spectrum nneasurements. Although the nneasurennents are perfornned at the headend, and then sent to the field 
client, this still meets the limitation of node level display logic as in the present invention. The independent claims do not specify 
displaying the results at a headend, nor do they specify where or how the measurements used to achieve test results are made. The 
claims simply state that display logic is used to show test results. Caporizzo and Chen are relied upon to suggest the features of group 
and channel results. The motivation for displaying these other results is clearly to achieve a comprehensive view of a cable network and 
to narrow down error sources within the network. 
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
